COLUMBIA CHANGES
ITS ATHLETIC CODE

Hereafter Freshmen Will Be
Ineligible for Any Major

Teams.
Freshmen will be barred from all

major sport teams at Columbia next

year, and no graduate of another uni¬
versity who may be a student at Co¬

lumbia will be eligible hereafter to a

place on any Columbia team. This an¬

nouncement was made by the univer¬
sity committee on athletics yesterday.
Another change in the eligibility code
provides that no student, after com-1

peting for Columbia for four years in
B major sport, will be eligible.
These now ruies are tne Rrst radical

changes Columbia hp.s made in its ath¬
letic code in fifteen years, although it
has beon urged that freshmen be barred
from its major teams at least for seven

years. Freshmen will still be eligible
to compote on minor sports teams, with
the exception of basketball and fencing,
from which thev arc barred by league
rule?.

OUTDOOR BOXING"1
DRAWS WELL AT

EBBETS FIELD
Crowds Cheer as Bartfield
Holds Gibbons to Close

Decision.
Twelve thousand spectators set th«

seal of approval on open air boxing
at Ebbet« Field yesterday afternoon.
Five ten-round bouts were contested,
and few indeed were the spectators
who left. This is the first battle fought
in this city, or this vicinity, out of
doors iiince Terry McGovem won the

bantamweight championship of the
world from Pedlar Palmer, at Tucka-
hèe sixteen years ago.

But now that the fans have had their
taste of boxing under conditions that
were really ideal, there Is little doubt
that shows held in the open air will be¬
come as popular hete «s they were in
California. After five years of watch-1
ing boxing bouts in superheated clubs
where the air was «mo»» laden and im¬

pure, the enthusiastj hailed the chance
to get out under the SIM. where the
boys could show at their best. The
fighters also hailed the chance, anil
the pace was fast in every bout from
the time that Dutch Brandt landed his
first left Jab on Battling Lahn until'
Al MeCoy missed his last wild swing
on Silent Martin.
To stiri the ball rolling Dutch

Brandt defeated Battling Lahn after a

rattling bout, coming through in the
last live rounds. Then Battling Le-
vinsky outboxed Dan [Porky) Flynn.
The surprise of the afternoon, however,
came when Soldier Battfleld held Mike
Gihhons to a close décision, and al¬
though outpointed l y a fair margin,
waa bailed by the crowd for his brave
showing. Johnnie Dundee knocked out
Johnnie Drummie ;n two rounds of a
one-aided ba'tle. The last bout re-'
suited in a draw, and Al McCoy w»« one

of the principals, with Silent Martin
the o'her.

Soldier Bartfield astounded the
crowd hy his work against Gibbons. It
wa« only that Mike landed his punches
straight and according to the Queens-
berry rules that won for him.
The bout between I.evinsky and

Flynn was fa -r for big men. I.evinsky
scored ¦ knockdown in the second
round anù outboxed bis man easily.
He weighed IT9 pounds to IM pounds
for Flynn.
Experience and strength won for

Dundee over Drummie. The speedy-
little Italian was entirely too good for
the Jersey hoy and had the additional
advantage of five pounds in weight.
A left and right hand punch to the
iaw, landing simultaneously, brought
.he bout to a close.

A CLOSE CALL FOR
WINNER IN SECOND

Loser Breaks Hand in Third
Round, but Keeps Fighting

with Rare Courage.
Jim Coffey, the Dublin Giant, won

over Jim Flynn, of Pueblo, after nine
rounda of hurricane fighting at Brigh¬
ton Reach last night Jack Curley, the
beaten man's manager, threw up the
gponge to gave his man from unneceo-

sary punishment after 1 minute and 84

seconds of the ninth round hod been
fought.

Coffey won the fight and what little
credit may t'o v ith it. but lost much
prestige in the eyes of the crowd.
Flynn broke his hand in two placea

in the middle of the third round, but
with that rare degree «if courage
which has made him famous in ail his
battles ha kept tearing in to continue
a hopeless fight. Flynn, a veteran of
twenty yean, had withstood the savage
attack of the man most highly rated
by critics, and the crowd could only
wonder what Coffey would have done
had he been confronted by a man who
is his physical equal.
When the fight waa over Flynn cama

to the ringside and with tears stream¬
ing down his battered face asked for
another chance. "I know I can beat
him if I get the cnance. I had him
licked in the third round when I hurt
my hand."

In the aecond round Flynn drove
("offey back, staggering and reeling
and in dire distress. He fairly rained
punches, but they rattled off Coffey'a
arm* and shoulders, his eibowa and
gloves. Finally Coffey cleared his
head, and was never again in ouch a

predicament.
Many v.eary miles separate Coffey

from the championship. Again he
demonstrated that he can't take a

punch, and he showed a glaring lack of
judgment at other timei. In the first
round, for instance, he had things all
his own way, and clinched repeatedly
instead of ripping in to fight.

It wp.s the battle of youth and age.
Coffey had every advantage, but he
simply could nor do the work.

After the fight, Billy Gibton said
that Coffey had injured both hia hands,
and that this prevented him from win¬
ning by a knockout.

(offey will never be nearer having
the fatal decimal tolled over him than
he was in the aecond round. He
started well enough, but Flynn caught
him in Flynn's own corner and smashed
a left on the chin which made the,
Irishman totter, and like a atreak the
fireman went at him. A veritable ev-

clone of punches drove Coffey back,
and he was stairjrering weak and
groggy. At last, however, hia head
cleared and he fought himself free.
The tide swung back to its normal

channels during the third and fourth
periods. Flynn, the game little glut¬
ton for punishment, tore in, taking
whatever came hi« way, and certain it
is enough came. When the Pueblo man

landed Coffey staggered. The latter,
however, was too strong and in too

perfect condition to down. Flynn did
well in the fifth and earned at least
an even break. Coffey it »as who did
the holding.
Flynn had apparently injured his left

hand by the time the sixth round rolled
by. He had been favoring it for a

couple of rounds, and even in the
clinches he made little effort to hold.
It was pitiable to see rtim try to fight
a one-handed buttle, but he stayed up
and did his boat Befor« (he seventh
round he admitted that his hand had
been .broken in the fourth round, but
he scorned th»> proposition of Hs man¬

ager to call a halt. "I'll get him," he
kept saying, but this, of course, was

impossible.A little thing like a broken hand
didn't stop the fireman from tearing
right in and at intervals he «cored
heavily, but not often enough. Th«
unmarked Coffey stood off and beat a

merciless tattoo on his smaller. Blip
pled opponent. It was a magnificent
display of courage, bu" futile1, iudejud

At faa¡t came the end. Flyn. could
not hope to win, and after one min¬

ute and thirty-four seconds of boxing
in the ninth round, Jack Curley threw
up the sponge.
